written by Michael Teeley, 
director of environmental edu- 
cation working with the local 
grade school district. He 
protests the enclosure project 
because he feels the school 
district and the people of the 
creek area will be asked; to 
assume .the burden^ of; the 
flooding. 

Teeley and others, including 
Little Silyer Lake's Wayne 
Erickson, believe much of the 
flooding is caused by the CCD 
landfill rather than grade level 
problems in i the . creek, as 
project backers claim. 

'The things happening east of 
the Soo Line (the location of the 
landfill) are causing the 
flooding," Erickson said Mon- 
day. He cited the application of 
a layer of clay, resulting in 
water run-of } and a 27-acre foot 
retention pond. 

The church at 848 Main St. 
borders the creek. It is in this 
area;' from Cunningham Drive 
to Main Street, where plans call 
for the creek to be filled in and a 
102-inch culvert installed under- 
ground. Village Engineer Frank 
Angelotti took great pains 
Monday night to explain that 
this project wou|d maintain the 
flow of water downstream.
